THERE is a bitter conflict at St. Helens, England, 
between the dealers and the Co-operative Society at 
that place. A strange thing is that the sympathy of 
English legislators is entirely with this society and 
antagonistic to the merchants opposing it. 


At this season of the year there is a natural interest 
in the financial world in the amount of funds the pros- 
pective movement of crops in the fall will require. The 
ruling opinion. would appear to be that the financial re- 
quirements for this purpose will be larger than usual. 


FEW retailers, especially in country towns, ex- 
ercise the care and good judgment in granting 
credits and selecting their credit risks that are used 
by their own creditors. They do not look into the 
conditions and circumstances of those who _ seek 
credit at their hands and often lose sight of the abil- 
ity to pay of those who ask credit from them, nor do 
they sufficiently consider the value of their book ac- 
counts, as a means of meeting their own obligations. 


DEFINITE figures of the commerce of the United 
States with its non-contiguous territory during the 
fiscal year just ended are now completed by the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics. They show that Porto Rico 
took from the United States in the fiscal year 1902 
merchandise valued at $10,719,444, compared with 
$1,988,888 in 1897, and that the shipments to the 
United States from Porto Rico in the fiscal year 1902 
were $8,297,422, compared with $2,181,024 in 1897. 
To the Philippines exports were $5,261,867 n Igo2, 
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compared with $94,597 in 1897, and the imports from 
the Philippines were $6,612,700 in 1902, compared 
with $4,383,740 in 1897. To the Hawaiian Islands 
the exports in 1900 were, according to the best esti- 
mates of the Collector at Honolulu, $19,000,000 in 
1902, compared with $4,690,075 in 1897, and the re- 
ceipts of merchandise into the United States from 
Hawaii in 1900 were $24,700,429, compared with $13,- 
687,799 in 1897. To Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Phil- 
ippines combined, the shipments in 1902 were $34,971,- 
311 in value, compared with $6,773,560 in 1897, and 
the receipts of merchandise from those islands in 1902 
were $39,610,551, compared with $20,252,563 in 1897. 
Shipments by the government for its troops or officers 
are not included in the above figures. 


Who is responsible for the high retail 
price of anthracite coal? That is a ques- 
tion to which there seems to be at least 
two very different answers. The mine operators have 
been assuring the public that the increased price was 
caused almost entirely by the retailers, who had 
marked up the coal quotations in order to make a large 
profit on their stock on hand, and also in order to cut 
down orders so that they would have enough coal to 
go round among all their customers. But there is 
another side to the story, as is brought out by the 
testimony of one of the largest retail coal firms in 
New York. This concern states that the quotations 
furnished by the mine operators for coal have 
advanced since the beginning of the coal strike 
no less than $3.90 per ton over the prices quoted 
for coal have advanced since the beginning of the coal 
strike no less than $3.90 per ton over the prices quoted 
in the circular sent to them in the spring. This dealer 
then furnished the quotations given him for coal on 
Aug. 1. The prices were for coal alongside, and 
ran as follows: Stove, $8.45; chestnut, $8.35; pea, 
$7. Just before the strike the prices for these grades 
were, alongside: Stove, $4.45; chestnut, $4.45, and 
pea, $3. This firm then stated that they were deliver- 
ing coal to their regular customers in domestic sizes 
for $8 a ton, something less than they could buy the 
coal for from the agents of the mine operators. It 
was admitted by these retailers that this coal they were 
selling had not been obtained since the strike to any 
great extent, but the high prices were justified by the 
scant supply. The thing to strive for was the keeping 
down of orders, and nothing would do that like high 
prices. 

Judging from the evidence, both the mine operators 
and the retail dealers are responsible for the- high 
prices of hard coal. The operators have a short sup- 
ply, and are hopeful of making a profit of much over 
10C per cent on every ton which they sell during the 
strike. The retailers are trying to husband their stock, 
and at the same time are doubtless not averse to mak- 
ing a very handsome profit out of the supply of coal 
which they had on hand when the strike opened. The 
only one who has to take a really serious view of the 
matter is the poor consumer who pays the high prices. 

Then, too, there is no question but that the interests 
of the retail store dealer are injured by the unjustifi- 
able prices charged for coal, If it were not for the

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fact that stoves are being made which are economical 
in the use of fuel than earlier types the poor consumer 
would be in even sorrier plight than he is to-day. 


Tue Canadian Department of Trade and 
Commerce have recently issued their re- 
port for the eleven months ending 
May 31, 1902. In these months the exports of 
home products from Canada were valued at $172,- 
925,945, a trade which represented an increase of 
$17,500,000, or approximately 10 per cent, over that 
of the same eleven months of the preceding fiscal year. 
The imports during the first eleven months of this 
year are valued at $175,728,000, representing in this 
respect a gain over the year previous substantially the 
same as that made in the export trade. Canada has 
not, like the United States, a large balance of trade. 
Its imports and exports for a number of years past 
have tended to pretty closely balance one another, a 
condition which, on the whole, may be said to be a 
healthy form of growth, especially as the tendency 
seems to be steadily upward. During the term re- 
ferred to the exports of Canadian products for the 
United States increased only a few hundred thousand 
dollars, while the value of Canadian products sold in 
Great Britain increased, compared with the previous 
year, by more than $13,000,000. The great items of 
export to the United States during this, as during re- 
cent previous years, are gold in quartz, dust and nug- 
gets, silver ore, copper ore and nickel and lead ores, 
these various crude commodities representing alto- 
gether a value of more than $23,000,000 out of an ex- 
port trade of $56,953,000; in other words, just about 
half of our imports from Canada are gold dust and 
gold nuggets from the Klondike, copper, lead and sil- 
ver ores from the Koutenay district and nickel ore 
from the mines in Ontario. The greater part of this 
value is represented by the Klondike gold, which we 
are credited with having received during the eleven 
months ending May 31 last to the amount of $16,117,- 
ooo. This may, in the opinion of certain Americans, 
who consider that the Canadians are finding a good 
market in the United States, constitute an important 
element of trade, but in reality it is no more a legiti-

mate classification of trade than. would be the exports 
of gold bullion or American eagles which we send 
from time to time across the Atlantic. We appear to 
have increased in the time last under consideration 
our purchases of wood and manufactures of wood in 
Canada to the extent of about $3,000,000, but in most 
other respects we show a disinclination to purchase 
ireely from our neighbors. The Canadian farmers 
complain that we buy only about one dollar’s worth 
of their supplies to each six or seven dollars’ worth 
of agricultural supplies that are purchased by Canadi- 
ans in the United States. The import trade of the 
Dominion makes quite a different showing when in- 
tercourse with the United States is taken into ac- 
count. In the eleven months referred to Canadians 
imported for their own consumption American prod- 
ucts to the value of, approximately, $103,000,000. 
Of these $49,000,000 entered free and $54,000,000 
entered on payment of duty. There was a gain made 
in this respect during the eleven months as com- 
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pared with the eleven months of the _pre- 
ceding year, equivalent to about $9,000,000—that is, 
on the basis referred to, our sales in Canada during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1902, were approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 greater than during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1901. This gain seems to have been 
represented by increases all along the line. No trade 
can remain absolutely uniform, but in nearly all classes 
of our manufactures we appear to have sold some- 
what more in Canada last year than we did the year 
previous, the largest reported gain being in the manu- 
factures of metal, our sales in the eleven months of the 
last fiscal year being about $2,000,000 in this respect 
greater than they were in the same time during the 
previous year, while a gain of nearly a million dollars 
was made in the value of the raw cotton which Canada 
purchased from us. 

Considering that the Canadian trade is the best 
trade that the American people possess; that our 
neighbors across the border buy more of our manu- 
factured wares than perhaps any other foreign cus- 
tomer we possess, and that we can supply them, be- 
cause of similarity of tastes, with the same class of 
goods that we produce for our own people, it is ap- 
parent that their trade is something which we can well 
afford to cultivate through the most amicable, diplo- 
matic and commercial relations.

Cuas. H. IRELAND of the Odell Hardware Co., 
Greensboro, N. C., has a wide reputation as a thor- 
oughly posted hardware jobber. In a communication 
published elsewhere in this issue he points out the 
necessity for the establishment of trade standards after 
the English fashion and insisting on goods coming 
up to a certain standard. The only alternative is to 
deduct something for “stealage” in the celestial fash- 
ion. In support of his argument Mr. Ireland points 
out that 27 per cent, 30 per cent, 33 per cent and 35 
per cent and 40 per cent dynamite in ammoniated and 
nitroglycerine. is being sold for 40 per cent nitro- 
glycerine dynamite by a reliable house. Of course, 
no firm can be ignorant of the grade of its goods, 
and this shortage on the part of manufacturers is much 
more serious than a 2 per cent shortage in weights. 

The remedy for this state of affairs lies in the hands 
of various manufacturers’, jobbers’ and retailers’ as- 
sociations. All that is necessary is the appointment of 
committees to draw up the suggested standards.

A LEADING firm of hardware jobbers have had a 
disagreeable experience the past week with a certain 
collection agency whose raison d'etre would appear to 
be not so much the collection of accounts as the “do- 
ing” of those firms who are unfortunate enough to 
become its clients. 

This western firm signed an agreement calling for

$30 for a three years’ subscription and sent in a batch 
of accounts. Shortly afterwards they were astonished 
to receive a letter reading as follows: 

“We beg to inform you that you are indebted to us 
to the amount of $30.00 upon the contract note, which 
we have signed by you. This amount has become 
due, not because you may have, perhaps, received that 
sum in money, but because you have not conformed to 
the conditions of the note, having left off accounts to 
the amount of $294.68. This act upon your part is in 
direct contradiction to the terms of the note. We en- 
close a copy of the same, and you will see that you 
agreed to continue sending us, every twenty days, the 
names of all who did not pay their indebtedness. All 
means all, and pay means pay. It does not mean 
promises, and there is nothing in the note which goes 
to show that you had a right to leave off names for 
any reason whatever except payment.” 

A close reading of this note, which this firm sent 
us, shows that they signed a note of this agency in 
which they agreed to continue sending, at intervals not 
exceeding twenty days, to said agency the names of 
all said debtors who do not pay their indebtedness. 
An omission to do this, in some instances due to these 
manufacturers accepting promises, laid them liable to 
this surprising provision. Should we fail to comply 
with above conditions, we agree to pay to said agency 
the sum of $30 within ten days after default.” 

To put the matter plainly, after you have once put 
yourself in the clutches of these pleasant gentle- 
men you must either lose all discretionary power over 
your own business or be liable to an arbitrary fine of 
$30.00 from the agency. This is “collecting’’ with 
a vengeance. The less collecting, however, a firm 
gives to such an agency as this the better off they 


would appear to be.

mica instead of wire gauze and the mica is ingenious- 
ly fastened on sO. as to show neither joints or fasten- 
ing. It can readily be cleaned on the inside. The 
coal magazine is also in the open court, so the coal 
is not in contact with the fire until it reaches the com- 
bustion chamber. The heating drum is a double sheet 
iron drum with a space of 2% inches between the two 
drum casings. Spiral floors are placed between the 
two drum casings, each drum the spiral flues of which 
are 2% by Io inches in dimensions. From the throat 
of the fire place, the course of the first flue is spirally 
downward to the opposite side of the fire place, 
where the floor is cut short, allowing the draft to re- 
turn over itself, and from this point it has a continual 
upward spiral course, and enters the stove pipe just 
below the damper.

Nathaniel B. Wales, Braintree, Mass., has invented 
an improved form of hot water heater, which may bé 
readily converted into a steam boiler. The fire box in 
this heater is surrounded by a water chamber from 
which two frusto-conical coils of tubing extend ups 
ward. These tubes connect the water chamber with 
the upper chamber at the top of the heater. The sev- 
eral turns of tubing in each coil are laid in close con+ 
tact with each other forming walls for guiding thé 
passage of the hot gases through the fire box. a 
feed blow-off and water-return pipe enters the watef 
chamber under the bottom, while a water-circulating 
pipe provides an outlet for the upper chamber. Whefti 
this construction is used as a steam boiler, the usual 
steam and water gauges are added, the pressure gauge 
and the circulation pipe connecting the water chambef 
with the upper chamber. The upper chamber now 
serves as a steam drum and the water level would be 
between the upper turn of the inner coil and this drum. 
The water-circulating pipe now serves as a supply pipe 
for the steam. All connections between the coil tubes 
and the iron castings are made with brass unions, so 
that the parts may be readily taken apatt when de- 
sired ; there are no joints to spring and catse leaks.

This describes the Independent 
stove pipe radiators which are all square in form with 
beautifully ornamented cast iron tops and bases and 
are elegently finished in either nickel plate, aluminum 
or baked black japan. The shells on the outer walls 
are made either of Russian iron or the best quality of 
cold rolled steel. 

The steel shell is filled with radiating tubes, one 
and one-half inches in diameter and from seven and 
a half to eight and a half inches long, according to 
the size of radiator. These tubes pass from the back 
to the front of the smoke chamber and are open at 
both ends. In the rear of the smoke chamber is an 
air shaft, closed at the top and open at the bottom, 
which draws the air from the floor where it is always 
coolest, and feeds it to the radiating tubes.

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Shortages in Packages 


JOBBER IS INNOCENT OF ANY WRONG 

A Minnesota jobber writes: 

“A certain dealer claims that he finds a shortage in weight 
of goods and in gallons in barrels of oil, etc., and wishes to 
know the proper course to pursue. From a jobber’s stand- 
point, we believe that such shortages are not common, but 
should it be that a manufacturer made it a practice of giving 
short weight or measure, he certainly ought to be dealt with 
in no uncertain manner. The jobber is innocent of any 
wrong, as he buys and sells at a marked weight or measure. 
Of course, conditions must be considered. A coil of rope 
when made is damp and if kept in a dry place will lose 
weight, and a barrel of oil might leak, or in the case of lin- 
seed oil, is sold by weight and not by measure. A gallon is 
supposed to weigh seven and one-half pounds, and some- 
times, if not pure, weighs more. We consider that the retail- 
er and jobber together should very carefully examine a sup- 
posed case of shortage, and then make a definite charge, giv- 
ing facts, so that there can be no question of the statements 
made, and if a manufacturer is found guilty of a system of 
under weight he ought to be brought to time. 

“We always carefully examine our goods when received, as 
far as possible, but it is not within the power of any jobber to 
investigate every package received, and the jobber should 
not be accused of being a party to such stealings, if they do 
occur, but cannot believe that such 
shortages are common.”

A THOROUGH CHECK THE ONLY REMEDY. 

A leading firm of southern jobbers write: 

“We have read complaint of G. A. Starr, Oelwein, Ia., 
and undoubtedly he is correct in his views, and while we 
perhaps are not as particular in weighing packages which 
come from the manufacturer, yet there is no reason why any 
one should pay for something more than he actually gets. In 
the articles specified, however, the quantity he mentions would 
dry out in a short tinfe. Ina barrel that is not tight it would 
soon show the leakage that he speaks of in his communica- 
tion. We never question our customers’ weights of goods we 
send out, when it is but a trifle, because it would be hard to 
have them understand oftentimes the reasons for this short- 
age, and we prefer to suffer the loss rather than get into any 
controversy. A thorough check seems to us to be the only 
remedy to minimize shortages.” 

ALLOWANCES MUST BE MADE FOR SHRINKAGE. 

G. A. Pauly & Co., St. Louis, Mo., write: 

“I believe every hardware jobber and manufacturer is 
honest and will give you twelve for a dozen and a hundred 
weight to every hundred-pound keg, etc. Why should the 
packer put eleven in a package instead of twelve? On the 
contrary, he would lose his job if he made a practice of it. 
Stoves and ranges, as well as shelf goods, as a rule have a 
card packed inside stating by whom packed and by whom 
inspected. 

“We usually report to the respective house, and mistakes 
are rectified. Mistakes will happen—as the old saying, mis- 
takes are apt to happen in the best of regulated families. 

“On the other hand, I have heard of a good many cases 
where the consignor of goods makes it a practice to report 
shortages, but in that event it does not take the shipper very 
long to detect the fraud. 

“Rope is put in coil, packed, weighed and marked at the 
factory, and if it is kept in a cool or damp place it will retain 
its weight, but if kept in a dry, hot place it will lose 10 per 
cent or more. Now, how can you claim shortage? Rope 
should be sold by the foot, oil and other liquids by weights, 
but how can a shipper euarantee the amount originally put in 
a barrel?’ That is a question I am not able to solve at pres- 
ent. Most liquid evaporates, such as turpentine, benzine and 
gasoline, and oil may leak in transit. The best way to do is 
to add § or 10 per cent to the cost of goods for shrinkage. 
The dealer that expects to realize $5 per keg of nails by sell- 





ing them at 5 cents per pound and selling most of them in 
one and two pound lots, is wrong. He can’t do it; he will 
get about $4.50 per keg, and so on down the line, and the 
dealer that forgets or doesn’t know these points will put 


himself out of business.” 
TRADE MUST HAVE A STANDARD. 


Chas. H. Ireland of the Odell Hardware Co., Greensboro. 
N. C., writes: 

“The complaint made by Mr. Starr is one that has fre- 
quently perplexed men who are conversant with their busi- 
ness. I make this distinction because there are so many men 
who do not go into the details of their business in a manner 
that reveals to them the shortages complained of by Mr. 
Starr. Not only is this true in regard to oil and rope, but 
also a great many other articles. It is nothing more, however, 
than could be expected as long as the trade continues to pur- 
sue the present course, which seems to have been accepted 
as the proper one to take in the business. Buyers everywhere 
are insisting upon having the goods at a less price in finished 
shape than the cost of raw material, and expect the same 
result. Manufacturers have been forced to adopt some plan 
whereby they could hold their trade and satisfy the buyer. 
The manufacturers who have given full weights and honest 
amounts have been discounted by others selling goods at 2 to 
10 per cent less than they could make the goods, in order to 
get the business. This has forced other manufacturers who 
did not want to use this policy to follow the same kind of 
program in order to retain their trade, feeling, as no doubt 
they had a right to feel in many instances, that their efforts 
to give the best goods possible for the money were not appre- 
ciated. But, on the other hand, they have seen customers of 
years’ standing leave them because other manufacturers pro- 
posed to sell them goods at less than cost. 

“Only this morning I had a proposition before me in 
which it was revealed that 27, 30, 33, 35 and 40 per cent dyna- 
mite in ammoniated and nitro-gycerine was being sold for 40 
per cent nitro-glycerine dynamite by a reliable house, and 
they were actually selling it and stating that this was 40 per 
cent, when they knew, every one of them, that the grade they 
were selling was of a lower per cent than they represented it 
to be. I might go on and multiply instances infinitum. Suf- 
fice it, however, to mention this one which came up this morn- 
ing. It means simply that the trade of this country has 
either got to reach a point like our English cousins and have 
a standard, which means that the goods must come up to a 
certain standard, or else they will have to do like the Chinese 
and deduct so much for ‘stealage.’ The question, ‘Who is to 
commence this?’ is a serious one and one which the trade 
should gravely consider and try to provide a remedy for these 
evils. I think the trade papers could aid in this by exposing 
any continued practice of irregularities that they get track of.” 

A DRYING TENDENCY REDUCES WEIGHT 

A leading firm of Southern jobbers write: 

“We think the shortages complained of by Mr. Starr 
of Oelwein, Iowa, arise, not from dishonesty, on the part 
of manufacturers who put up these packages, but from the 
tact that in liquids there is naturally an evaporation, and in 
many other goods sold by weight a drying tendency that 
reduces the weight. 

“The manufacturers, probably with justice, take the 
ground that where they sell their goods by weight they must 
get pay for the weight of the goods at the time that the 
process of manufacture is completed, this being the basis 
on which they pay their labor, and on which their expeuse 
account is proportioned, therefore the marked weight on rope 
and many other commodities is used as the standard of pur- 
chase and sale until the package is broken. There may 
be dishonest people who take advantage of this custom, but, 
as a rule, the high character of manufacturers and mer. 
chants of all classes who deal in hardware affords a very 
good protection against imposition. 

“There is serious objection to introducing a custom of 





























reweighing goods that are sold in standard weight pack- 
ages, or goods on which the weight of the package is marked 
by the manufacturers which is that it would add greatly to 
the labor and cost of handling such goods.” 


TWO TYPICAL SHORTAGE CLAIMS. 

A leading Eastern jobber writes: 

“I take it for granted from Mr. Starr’s communication 
that these shortages in packages are supposed to occur where 
the material is manufactured, and as we do not handle either 
oil in barrels or manilla rope, I cannot give you any ex- 
perience in these lines, but I will relate two very peculiar 
experiences in my department. I do not consider a man 
has any right to pay for what he does not get and should 
refuse absolutely if his claim is just. 

“A few years ago we had a claim from one of our cus- 
tomers that certain goods run short in the boxes and dif 
terent from what the label called for. I had our stock ex- 
amined and found our customer’s report correct, as we found 
our stock the same as he had reported. I immediately noti- 
fied the manufacturer from whom we had been buying the 
goods and he claimed it was the custom of the manufac- 
turers of this particular line of goods to run short of the 
quantity named on the label and that all the trade knew it. 
: wrote and told him I bought a certain quantity and paid 
for that quantity and expected him to make good the short- 
age. 

“He first refused, claiming it was the custom of the 
manufacturers to put this class of goods up in the way he 
did. I finally wrote him that I claimed he was selling goods 
under false pretenses and he must make good the difference 
on all we had bought from him, at the same time sending 
kim a bill for the difference, otherwise the law would take 
hold of the case. We received check by return mail. 

“The other case was hardware packed in bulk in barrels 
and sold by the dozen. One of our customers claimed short- 
age and we immediately examined our stock and found his 
report correct as our stock was all the same way short of 
the number of dozen marked on the barrels. We corresponded 
with the manufacturer about it and he claimed that it was 
impossible and refused to allow it at first, but we had our 
stock clerks make an affidavit to the facts sent him and bill 
for the difference on all we had bought from him. He finally 
claimed that he would investigate further and report. 

“His report finally came and he said that instead of 
counting the goods he weighed them after they were packed 
in the barrels, but did not count them at all, claiming that 
z: dozen should weigh so much, but they run considerably over 
his weight per dozen, hence the shortage on count by dozens, 
so that he enclosed check for claim.”

The Torrid Zone furnaces are built with a 
sectional fire pot (made either of fire brick or cast 
iron), but the fire pot has no connection with the hot 
air chamber, being enclosed with a solid steel body, 
and completely doing away with the danger, it is 
claimed, of a leakage of gas or dust through a packed 
joint or cracked fire pot into the hot air chamber and 
then into the house through hot air registers. On 
each of these furnaces there is a return flue together 
with a direct draft that can be used when desired. 
The indirect radiator is made with a hanging partition 
in the center of the radiator that extends from the 
top down to eight inches from the bottom. Near the 
top of this partition is placed a damper and when it is 
closed the hot gases pass down the inner side to the 
bottom and return to the top on the other side. In 
this manner heat is retained in the furnace that would 
otherwise pass out through the chimney and be lost. 
This indirect draft so materially aids the furnace in 
retaining its heat that no more heat passes out through 
the smoke pipe while there is a good fire in the fur- 
nace than is necessary to create a good draft, thus 
demonstrating the fact that practically no heat is lost. 
The indirect flue is crescent shaped and forty-two to 
forty-eight inches high, according to the height of 
the furnace, and is connected to the body of the same 
at the back by a self-locking collar. The fire pot and 
combustion chamber are enclosed with a single shell of 
milled steel, the body being a single plate one-eighth 
of an inch thick. The Lennox furnaces are thorough 
and practical smoke consumers. The fire bowl is con- 
structed with crevices or orifices around the top edge, 
through which the heated air passes freely in jets 
into the combustion chamber. Moreover, the fire pot 
heing capable of separate removal, in whole or in part, 
without the disturbance of the casing. Some of these 
circulars will be supplied the trade on application.

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ENGLISH IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


A feature of the iron and steel trades of the Mid- 
lands during the past months is the return of German 
and Belgian competition. German steel billets and 
sheet bars, for instance, have been offered at from 5s 
to 10s under the home material, and Belgian iron bed- 
stead angles have been quoted at £6 2s per ton net, de- 
livered at Birmingham, and steel angles at £6 14s, 
while the Staffordshire price for steel bedstead angles 
runs from £7 10s to £7 15s. A steady, if slow, influx 
of trade is arriving from South Africa, according 
to advices, stocks of iron, machinery, and hardware 
goods are everywhere depleted. Here, again, British 
manufacturers have to contend with German and 
American competition. 

In Coventry the past month has been of a depress- 
ing character. The cycle trade has fallen off consider- 
ably from the rush of business experienced during 
June, but the motor industry continues to be well sup- 
ported. The motor-cycle business is receiving more 
attention, and a keen rivalry is springing up between 
various makers. It is significant that in these main in- 
dustries there is declining disposition to enter the 
Continental markets, while, on the other hand, there 
is a growing tendency to cater for the colonies. The 
manufacture of machine tools upon American lines 
continues to progress, and is becoming a very valuable 
addition to the trade of the city. The ribbon and 
watch trades are quiet. 

In the iron and steel trades of Sheffield there has 
been during the past month a distinct advance, though 


business is not yet showing the improvement which was 
anticipated at the termination of the war. Makers are 
fairly well off for orders, but are not disposed to book 
much ahead at present low rates. A better demand is 
found for all classes of engineers’ fittings and tools, the 
receipt of the long-looked-for armor orders early in 
the month causing an all-round improvement. A good 
hay harvest has had the effect of appreciably increas- 
ing the demand for sythes, reaper sections, rakes, and 
similar implements. In cutlery, export, business has 
been more plentiful, but the home trade is dull. The 
dispute between the metal smiths and their employers, 
which for some months has dislocated trade, has been 
amicably adjusted, and better times are anticipated. 

In Leeds and district the third quarter of the year 
has opened exceedingly well. Half-yearly settlements 
were highly satisfactory, limited companies have paid 
good dividends, averaging from 4 to 8 per cent, and 
prospects for the local banks and railways are looked 
upon as full of encouragement. Builders of locomo- 
tives, railway wagons and other rolling stock are very 
busy, both on home and foreign account, Firms en- 
gaged in electrical work are busy, and in most cases 
are rapidly extending their plant. In textile machin 
ery there is more activity, and orders are coming in 
more freely for machine tools, oil mill machinery and 
engineering work. From 25,000 to 30,000 colliers 
have been thrown idle one-half of the mouth through 
the strike of pit lads, but the strike has been settled, 
and work is now proceeding. In the cloth trade sev 
eral mills are working overtime, but there is less doing 
in the boot and shoe factory. 
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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

[he pig iron manufacturers are confronted with a 
serious problem. There is a great scarcity of coke 
and several furnaces in the Pittsburg district have 
heen forced to shut down. While none of the local 
plants have closed, several momentarily expect to close 
unless coke can be obtained. 

The market is exceedingly active. Leading fur- 
naces are sold solid for the first quarter of 1903 and 
many until June Ist. 

Spot continues in good demand and a holder can 
obtain his own price on it. 

The premiums quoted on spot is $3 to $5. 

Foreign iron is beginning to be sold in the local 
market, but not any great extent. 

The prices for future delivery continues strong not- 
withstanding the far advanced dating. 

Quotations have advanced slightly. Deliveries for 
the second quarter of 1903, for Local Coke Fdy., 
No. 2, advanced $1. Southern cokes, Nos. I, 2, 3, 4, 
are strong and a slight advance may be looked for. 
Jackson Co. Silveries and Ohio Strong Softeners are 
unchanged. Lake Superior Charcoal is quoted at $25
